THE GRADUATION OF DR. M’DOW- 
ELL BOTTS. 


An Incident of the Closing Exercises 
That Was Pleasing to the Friends 
of the Kansas City 
Student. 


Two circumstances combined to make the 
1898 graduation exercises of the Missouri 
Medical College memorable, not only on 
the part of the young men themselves, but 
with those who witnessed the last act in 
the life of the school. | 

There was none, tutor or student, who 
Was not sadiy cognizant throughout the 
evening that this was the last commence- 
ment of a famous school of medicine. It 
is shortly to unite with the 8t. Louis 
Medical Collexe to form the medicai de- 
partment of the Washington University. 

But, soaring above this natural depres- 
sion, Was the elation from knowing that a 
wrong had been righted, and tha: one of 
the best-hearted and most popular men in 
the class had emerged from a cloud that 
had seriously threatened disgrace. 

McDowell Botts, a hard student and 
faithful friend, graduated with a clean rec- 
ord and a clear name. 

The threatened disgrace came pipon young 
Botts and the class last Friday.“ Two hours 
after he was notified that he had success- 
fully passed al] examinations, and was even 
then receiving the plaudits of friends, he 
wae thrown into prison, charged with rob- 
berv. 

The blow fell heavily on the school and 
class. The disgrace of the arrest on the 
eve of graduation was scarcely thought of 
in the amazement that Botts, one of the 
most generous fellows in the school, a 
member of Kansas City’s most exclusive 
society, and a nephew of Judge J. McD. 
Trimble, should be aught but what he 
seemed. 

Then the good fellows got together and 
decided to stick by their old classmate and 
friend. The thought of his guilt was not 
entertained. It was a mistake, and they 
wuld help to prove it. 

This task was not easy. Stephen Mat- 
thews, old and white-haired, who lives at 
3835 Finney avenue, was positive that Botts 
was ove of two men who had robbed him 
of $0 in cash in the Union Dairy Co. cafe,

be no mistake that the police asked for a 

warrant, and Botts was sent befere Judge 

Clark Tuesday afternoon. Th® ‘presenta- 
tion of diplomas was to occur that night. 

The students turned out in force to cheer 
their comrade in his trouble. They packed 
Judge Clark's courtroom, lined the steps 
from the first floor and stood in bunches 
at the Clark avenue entrance to the Four 
Courts 

In the courtroom, young Botts was calm, 
but very pale. The next half hour was to 
ruin al] that be had worked and hoped for, 
or to send him back to his class with his 
old reputation. 

The line of defence was an alibi. Many 
gaw the young student on the pay Mr. 
Matthews was robbed and gladly told the 
court where and at what time. Even the 
white-haired prosecuting witness’ convic- 
tion was fnally shaken and he confessed 
that he might be mistaken. 

“Discharge the prisoner,’ ordered Judge 
Clark. 

As Botts rose to his feet a chum in the 
audience gave a yell. Instantly it was 
taken up by the students in the 
robm, carried to the corridor, down the 
steps to the groups on the pavement, who 
repeated every college yell they had ever 
heard. Botts was literally carried from the 
room by his overjoyed classmates, who 
hugged him, slapped his back, and wrung 
his hand until the student was compelled 
to call a halt. 

He was lied in triumph to the college 
where he received the congratulations of 
his old professors. 

This enthusiasm over the vindication of 
their friend was as a gephyr to a cyclone 
when “McDowell Botts’’ was called at the 
exercises in the Y. M. C. A. Hall, Tuesday 
night. As the young man stepped for- 
ward to receive the diploma, students and 
euditors rose and cheered. All knew the 
story and all wanted to applaud pluck and 
testify how glad they were that his name 
Was still unsuliied. 

This is why the men In the audience, who 
did not know McDowell Botts. cheered. and 
why pretty women endangered their gloves 
in the vigor of thelr handclapping. With 
this was the roar of the collegians, whose 
exertions in the afternoon had only put 
them in trim for the night. 

It Was a memorable scene and will keep 
that commencement ever in the minds of 
all who participated or were spectators to 
the outburst of college good-fellowship.

PANIC AMONG THE INMATES. 


MANY WERE ASLEEP WHEN THE 
FLAMES BROKE OUT. 


Little Ones Rescued by Passing Them 
From Windows in the Third 
Story to a Portico on 


Second Floor. 


PORTLAND, Ind., April 19.—The Or- 
phans’ Home, at Berne, in Adams county, 
burned early to-day. A panic was caused 
among the fifty-seven inmates by the blaze. 
All were rescued but three, who were 
burned to death. The dead: 

Katie Dibblebaker, 14 years old, of ‘Cleve- 
land, O. 

Mamie Braddrick, 15 years old, of Chi- 
cago. 

Della Taylor, 7 years old, of Lynn Grove, 


The fire started from a stove on the third 
floor, and swept through the building with 
great intensity. Many of those sleeping on 
the thircd floor were rescued by passing 
them from the window to a portico on the 
second floor and then to the ground. The 
firemen: worked for severa’ hours on the 
flames. The damage to the home is esti- 
mated at $5000. The home contained in- 
mates from nearly all of the central States, 
— was conducted by German Mennon- 
tes.

SHOT AS A SPY 
BUT STILL LWES

A Mississippian’s Experience 
in Nicaragua’s Revolt. 


EXECUTIONERS’ AIM WAS BAD. 


DR. CHAPMAN ONLY WOUNDED, 
BUT HIS COMRADE KILLED. 


They Were Captured by Zelaya, Con- 
demned to Death and the Nicara- 
guans Thought They Had 
Executed the Sentence. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 19.—Dr. A. Chap- 
man of Courtland, Miss.. twice reported 
dead, has arrived here on the steamship 
Franklin from Bluefields, Nicaragua. Chap- 
man, who was a surgeon in the insurgent 
army, tells a thrilling story of his escape, 
after being tried, condemned and shot as a 
spy. Chapman was one @f the American 
filibuaters who joined GenJ Reyes in his re- 
volt against President Zélaya. The revo- 
lutionary movement collapsed, and the doc- 
tor was captured by Zeclaya’s army. 

He was captured on FPebruary 24, near 
Pana, while in the company of Stephen 
Powers, an English subject, and also a 


member of the revolutionary army. A 


court-martia! followed the capture, the 
men being tried as spies. They were con- | 
demned and sentenced to be shot. 

The prisoners were taken outside of the | 
town and stood up with faces to an old 
warehouse, in the suburbs of Pana. 

An officer and a detail of six men com- 
posed the firing party. which was to exe- 
cute the sentence of death. 

Powers fell dead at the first fire, but 
Chapman was merely wounded in the left 
arm. He fell to the ground, however, and 
feigned death. Thinking they had killed 
him, the soldiers marched away, leaving to 
others the task of disposing of the bodies. 

It was near dusk whew the execution 
took place, and while the natives who 
were to bury the bodies digging the 
trenches for their reception, Chapman 
crawled a short distance, d then ran as 
fast as he could away from the town. He 
succeeded in getting into tbe open country, 
and with the assistance of friendly natives 
made his way to Bluefields, 

Jack Martin, American ganner of the San 
Jacinto, who was captured hy Zelaya’s sol- 
diers, has been, tried and convicted. Sen- 
tence had not been finally pronounced when 
Chapman left. Martin will wndoubtedly be

SMALLPOX PATIENT CAUGHT. 


Brave Policeman Reeves Overhauited 
a Sick Man Who Had Just Ar- 
rived on the Georgia Lee. 


William Brooks, colored, was found 
standing at Broadway and Washington ave- 
nue Wednesday at 11:3 o'clock, suffering 
from. small-pox. 

The negro was a stranger in the city and 
Officer Frank Reeves of the Broadway 
squad detected his condition. Walking up 
to the negro he induired where he was 
from. Brooks said he had arrived Tuesday 
night on the steamer Georgia Lee from 
Memphis, with 20 others, bound for lowa 
on a grading contract. 

The policeman took Brooks into custody 


Lucas avenue. A crowd quickly gathered, 
but Reeves warned them away by the con- 
stant announcement that he had a small- 
pox patient under arrest. 

Brooks was conveyed to the isolation 
ward of the City Hospital, where Dr. Jor- 
dan at once pronounced him suffering with 
small-pox. The clothing of the brave 
policeman was fumigated. 

Dr. Jordan proceeded to the wharf to as- 
certain the Tent of the infection of the 
steamer Georgia Lee. He was chagrined 
to find the boat had left the wharf for 
Cape Girardeau only a few minutes before. 
He then reported the facts to the State 
Board of Health, who took immediate steps 
to overhaul the steamer.

KEPT A WIFE. A PRISONER, 


Italian Lawyer Convicted of Barbarous 
Treatment of a Princess and 
Her Daughter. 


ROME, April 19.—Carini-Canella. after 
six months’ trial, has been sentenced to six 
months’ pena! servitude and to the loss of 
his civil rights. Last year the authorities 
at Palermo were placed in possession of 


an anonymous communication to the effect 
that Princess Carini, the divorced wife of 
th@ Marquis Artille, instead of being occu- 


pi in traveling abroad with her blind 
daughter, as reported, was ciosely impris- | 
oned in a back room of her palace in this 
city. A search was instituted and both 
the Princess and her daughter were dis- 
covered in almost absolute nudity and in a 


half-starved condition, incarcerated in three 
attic rooms. There they had been confined 
for more than four years, during which 
time Lawyer Canella had been managing, 
for his own benefit, the property of the 
Princess, which yielde an annual income 
of some $60,000. 

Even the nearest relatives of the Prin- 
cess thought that she was living in Paris 
and Nice. Canella was the leading lawyer 
of Palermo, During the trial the fact was 
brought to light that he was one of the 
guiding spirits of the Mafia.

NO DOUBT OF 
AN ACOUITTAL, 


Mrs. George’s View pf the Onat- 
come of the Trial. 


SAYS STATE’S CASE IS WEAK. 


TESTIMONY OF THE IMPORTANT 
WITNESS SHATTERED. 


A Grand Juror Says Had It Been 
Known That Mrs. Eckroate Used 
Morphine Mrs. George Would 
Not Have Been Indicted. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

CANTON, O., April 19.—Mrs. Anna E. 
George, on trial for the murder of George 
D. Saxton, said to-day: 

“I have never had a doubt as to the final 
result of this trial. I did not know, of 
course, what the State would offer, but 
now that their testimony has been con- 
troverted 1 feel a sense of relief and de- 
cided encouragement.” 

A. O. Essig, a well-known manufacturer 
of Canton and a member of the grand jury 
that indicted Mrs. Anna E. George for 
the murder of George D. Saxton, said to 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent: 

“If we had Known: that Mrs. Christina 
Eckroate was addicted to the morphine 
nabit, 1 feel sure that the indictment 
would not have been found. ‘ine grand jury 
had great difficulty in finding tne indaict- 
ment as matters went, and it was not until 
she appeared the second time with the ad- 
ditional statement on a positive identifica- 
tion that we found the indictment. Of 
course there was no opportunity to cross 
examine witnesses and we knew’ nothing 
about the morphine habit to which she 
confessed in court.’’ 

It appears that the grand jury took up 
the George case and in the absence of posi- 
tive evidence dropped it to consider other 
cases. Mrs. Eckroate’s evidence at that 
time was regarded as of little importance, 
Later Mrs. Eckroate appeared again with 
a story that a vision had come to her 
telling her to tell everything. Then she 
told the jury of her = identification 
of Mrs. George as the person who shot 
Saxton. 

But, as will be seen by the testimony of 
State’s witnesses; the story told by Mrs. 
Eckroate will most likely have little weight 
with the jury. 

Mrs. George seemed more listless and 
uninterested to-day. One cause for this was 
the weariness of the trial. Her face was 


paler than usual! to-day, and her dress was 


not quite so natty. She wore a loose sum- 
mer blouse, a black skirt and &® sallor straw 
hat, with a single black feather. As her 
close friend, Mrs. Siddinger, and her sis- 
ter, Mrs. St. Clair, and her son, Newton, 
have been summoned as witnesses, she sat 
alone with her lawyers to-day. Many 
women who were outside the rail rushed 
to her during recess and the usual noon- 
day reception followed. 


Yesterday’s work began with) the readin 
of depositions, mostly from fresidents o 
South Dakota concerning Mrs. George's life 
there when she was procuring a divorcee 
from her husband, Sample C.| George. It 
was shown that axton had Visited Mrs. 
George in Sioux City, 8. D., and that they 
had registered at the hotel as George D. 
Saxton and wife. 

There was a ripple of laughter and even 
the Judge relaxed when the trials of Leslie 
M. Foote, a South Dakota hotel clerk, were 
recited in his deposition. He said that it 
was his duty to make all trains, day and 
night; to welcome guests, preside in the 
office, superintend the dining room service 
and do some of the buying for the house. 

Foote deposed that he had cashed checks 
to the amount of $450 sent by Saxton’ to 
Mrs. George. He said that Mrs, |George was 
often in Saxton’s room. They gat there 
for hours, with the door open, sometimes 
the door was closed. He knéw that on 
at least one occasior Saxton was in Mrs. 
George’s room, Saxton spoke sdveral times 
of sending a horse out to Canton, S. D., 
for Mrs. George’s use. 

The testimony of the missi & witness, 
Russell Hogan, at the Coroner's inquest, 
was read. It was important as showing 
the difficulty of identifying the person who 
shot Saxton. It read in part: 

“On the evening of the death of George 
Saxton I had been to Shannanfelt’s dru 
store on West Tuscarawas atreet. I’ ha 
returned to my father’s house and as I 
was leaving the house and coming out of 
the front door I heard two shots fired and 

went immediately to the p 
front of the house, and by e 
reached the pavement I heard other shots. 
I then ran to Echroate’s grocery when I 
lack ob- 


heard the last shots I saw a) 
ject but could not tell who it was. It was 
atraight across from Eckroate|s grocery 
when I saw it, and I could not tell whether 
it was a man or woman. ver it was 
walked a littl way south an 
turned and came down to the

This boy was as close to the 
shot Saxton on the night of the tragedy 
as other witnesses. He ran away from 
home several months ago and has not been 
seen in Canton since.

PRESIDENT SENDS ORDERS. 


TO PAY A RANSOM. 


At Manila the Fate of the Captured 
Sailors Is Unknown, but It Is 
Supposed That They Are 
Held as Prisoners. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Admiral Dewey 
has been instructed by the President to 
take immediate steps to secure the ex- 
change of the men held prisoners by the 
rebels Admiral Dewey and Major-General 
Otis hold, jointly, about 2200 Filipino pris- 
oners. Officials here do not believe Aguin- 
aldo will consent to exchange prisoners 
with the Americans.

Aguinaldo has manifested 
interest in the fate of his men taken pris- 
oners by the American forces. No ingulries 
have come from him, nor has he made any 
etfort to effect an exchange. It is believed 
here he will hold out for the payment of 4 
ransom. Inthe event he demands arms 
for the surrender of the men, it is doubtful 
if this will be acceded to by the American 
officers. 

The capture of the men is regretted here, 
as it will compel the Americans to imme- 
diateiy begin negotiations with Aguinaido 
to secure iheir release. He wiil thus 
enabled to make overtures, which, while 
agreeable to the United States, was not 
anticipated for some time. The first steps 
in securing the release of the Americans 
must, of course, be taken by Admiral 
Dewey and Gen. Otis. Although Gen, Otis 
holds about 2200 Filipino prisoners he has 
set aside about 1600 to be exchanged for 
the Spanish prisoners now held by the in- 
surgents. 

The Yorktown was sent about the first 
of this month to Baler to assist a be- 
leaguered garrison of ) Spaniards who 
have been holding the city since last May. 
Gen. Rios, 
troops, requested the American forces to 
assist him in getting these men to Manila. 
Admiral Dewey sent the Yorktown. The 
fact that the Yorktown sent such a small 
arity to effect the rescue of the garrison 
& not understood here. It was known that 
not less than four or six 
were besieging the place.

WHAT IS THE REASON? 


Through the exposure of the rottenness of New York's 
municipal government by the Lexow Committee the people 
of New York were instructed in the villainy of boss rule 
and the old corrupt Tammany machine was overthrown.
